‘The Eaftelndia Company fent as much Si- 
ver Abroad in King Wiltam's Time, as they do 
now, and more togs we fent as much Money 
to Holland, Savoy, and Germany ‘then, as wedo 
now ; aod yet we had fucha Flux of Silver,-as 

made that Prodigyof an Attempt upon the Coin 
fucceeds ina time of the moft formidable Dith- 
culties which ever this Nation Tay under; an 
‘Attempt that has Jeft the greatclt Teftimony 
ef the Mafferly Genitis of the Minjftry of that 
Time, in fpite of PopularReproach, .thatany 
Age can parallel. 2 

As this wasdoubtful; and indeed hazardous, 
fe ithad been mapolibie, - sit Coes! 
of Trade beeti@pen for the Supply of the Spe- 
cies, had we mot had vaft-Retuyns of Bullion 
froin Abroad. 

Fhe Woe of Mad Men and Knaves be upon 
then, who to Damn the Partition Treaty, and 
Mortifie thofe that- made it, mended the Mat- 
ter, by making it worfe, and fav'd fly from 
the : FrexeB,‘ by looking on, .and letting. them 
takea quiet Poffeffion of Spain, and thereby ftop 
effe€tually all the Sources of our Trade, block 
up the way to come at the Silver, that is fo ne- 
eeflary to our carrying on our Trade.

time only,as that Aachority fhould fe¢ needful ; 
¥a vain that Prince, whofe Royal Heart was 
wholly poffeft with thoughts of and with 
Anxious Cares for the Peace of this Nation, 
ftoop’d to Entreat us to have a little Patience, 
tilt we faw our felyes in a Condition not to be 

¥afulted. 

But Fate and our own Tempers, the fame 
Realoufies and Fears which long fince Embpoil’d 
&s, prevented our fafety, and haftily, too- ha- 
fhily difarm’d us. 

Had not this been done juft then, France had 
sever venturd to have broke the Partition 
‘Kreaty; he had:never attempted Spain ; and at 
leaft had never ventur'd to Lafult that Prigce,
